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The  general  character  of  Aldehurgh  has  altered  little  in  the  past 
few  years  and  it  still  retains  the  air  of  a rather  old  world  seaside  resort. 
According  to  the  Registrar  General’s  estimates  the  population  in  1958 
increased  by  40  over  the  previous  year.  It  will  be  observed  that  over  the 
post  war  years  this  small  increase  of  some  20  to  40  has  recurred  each  year 
and  over  the  past  10  years  the  population  has  grown  from  2,500  to  the  present 
figure  of  2,820.  I' feel,  however,  that  this  estimate  is  on  the  modest  side 
as  there  is  a number,  by  no  means  negligible,  of  U.S.  Servioe  families  who 
are  resident  in  the  Borough  and  do  not  seem  to  be  included  in  the  estimate. 

During  1958  there  were  58  births  in  the  Borough.  This  is  10  fewer  than 
the  number  in  the  previous  year.  The  Birth  Rate,  however,  was  again 
oonsiderably  higher  than  that  for  England  and  Wales. 

Deaths  totalled  35?  two  fewer  than  in  1957  and  about  the  average  over  the 
past  few  years,  the  resulting  Death  Rate  being  lower  than  the  rate  for  the 
Country  as  a whole.  There  were  no  still  Births  and  only  one  death  of  a child 
under  1 year. 

The  pattern  of  causes  of  death  did  not  differ  greatly  from  that  in  previous 
years.  Once  again  there  were  no  deaths  recorded  from  infectious  causes. 
Malignant  diseases  accounted  for  8 deaths  - against  4>  2 and  9 in  1957s  1956 
and  1955  respectively.  There  were  no  deaths  from  violence,  including  accidents, 
during  the  year. 

During  1958  notifiable  diseases  in  the  Borough  brought  in  a total  of  3 
oases  notified.  This  is  the  lowest  for  many  years.  The  number  of  cases  on  the 
Tuberculosis  register  remained  static. 

Immunisation  against  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough,  Tetanus  and  Poliomyelitis 
was  carried  on  actively  during  the  year  under  the  County  Council's  scheme.  The 
value  of  this  form  of  protection  is  becoming  more  and  more  recognised  and 
appreciated  by  the  public  and  the  acceptance  rate  is  on  the  whole  satisfactory. 

It  is  interesting  in  this  connection  to  note  how  spectacular  has  been  the  fall  in 
the  incidence  of  diphtheria  in  England  and  Wales  during  the  past  10  years.  As 
recently  as  ten  years  ago  the  incidence  of  diphtheria  was  approximately  100  times 
as  frequent  as  it  is  at  present  and  to  a large  degree  this  change  must  be 
attributed  to  immunisation.  Immunisation  against  Poliomyelitis  on  a nation  wide 
scale  is  a comparatively  recent  innovation  and  it  is  as  yet  too  early  to  estimate 
its  effects  on  the  pattern  of  poliomyelitis.  It  appears,  however,  that  a 
satisfactory  and  worthwhile  degree  of  protection  is  afforded. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  little  information  comes  to  hand  about  the  incidence 
of  large  groups  of  diseases  which  are  non  notifiable  as  these  now  constitute  the 
diseases  of  economic  importance.  Examples  are  Rheumatism,  Bronchitis,  Heart 
Diseases  and  Mental  disorders.  These  all  need  a considerable  amount  of  research 
before  they  can  be  curbed  in  the  same  way  as  the  infectious.

WATER  SUPPLY 


Do  change  in  the  source  of  supply  has  been  made  during  the  year,  this 
being  from  a well  and  feeders  in  the  Coralline  Crag  layer.  Extraction  at 
the  rate  of  18,000  gallons  per  hour  has  generally  been  maintained,  being 
delivered  to  the  35 >000  gallon  storage  tower.  55  million  gallons  were 
extracted  during  the  year. 

Do  shortage  of  water  was  experienced  during  the  period  under  review. 

Water  meters  on  some  10  business  premises  were  installed  following  a 
twelve  month  period  of  test,  and  have  proved  very  satisfactory. 

Extensions  to  the  general  distribution  system  carried  out  by  direct 
labour  during  the  year  amounted  to  700*  3”  Class  B main  and  a start  was 

made  on  the  replacement  of  obsolete  fire  hydrants  by  standard  fittings. 
Improvements  were  made  at  the  main  well  and  inspection  chambers  on  the 
feeders  by  the  replacement  of  wooden  covers  by  hinged  and  locking  C.I.  covers.

Opinion. 

This  water  is  of  very  good  organic  quality  and  the  chemical  analysis 
as  a whole  shows  no-  sign  of  pollution.  The  salinity  of  the  sample  is  about 
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the  same  as  that  obtained  on  the  last  occasion  of  sampling.  The 
remainder  of  the  analysis  calls  for  no  special  comment ; metallic 
contamination  is  absent  and  the  total  hardness  is  approximately  23°  Clarke, 
an  average  figure  for  East  Anglian  waters.  The  appearance,  odour  and 
taste  of  this  v/ater  are  all  satisfactory  and  in  our  opinion,  on  the  chemical 
evidence,  this  water  is  fi't  for  drinking  and  general  purposes.
